SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The comic entitled Raw Media Eight is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The comic depicts and describes the infliction of serious physical harm, sexual 
violence, sexual satisfaction from the inflicting and suffering of pain, degrading sexual 
conduct and degrades and dehumanises the characters. The publication presents two 
stories in mid narrative. The association of violence with sexual activity is a strong and 
pervasive feature of the publication. There is very little action or narrative which is not 
associated with these two activities. The comic presents a world where violence and 
sex are available on demand and without the complications of consent or conscience. 
While the publication is depicting fantasy, it is intended to cause sexual arousal in the 
reader, and given the violent sexual nature of the material, with its degrading and 
dehumanising aspects, it is considered to be injurious to the public good. 

For the above reasons, the classification of "objectionable" is considered to a be a 
reasonable and demonstrably justified limitation of s14of the New Zealand Bill of 
Rights Act 1990 to avoid the likelihood of injury to the public good. 
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
